FERTILIZERS  MAKE  FLOWERS  GROW  AND  BLOOM 

Most  annual  flowers,  due  to  their  short  season  of  growth  and  profuse  bloom,  are  heavy  feeders  and 
require  an  abundance  of  a  quick-acting  fertilizer.  Nitrate  of  Soda  and  Sheep  Manure  are  particularly 
adapted  for  this  class  of  plants.  The  Sheep  Manure  should  be  applied  at  the  time  of  planting;  the  Nitrate 
of  Soda  several  times  during  the  season.  The  perennial  plants  are  slower  growers  and  for  that  reason  the 
less  active  fertilizers,  such  as  Bone-Meal  And  our  Special  Garden  Fertilizer,  meet  their  requirements.  Either 
should  be  applied  at  time  of  planting  and  supplementary  applications  should  be  made  during  the  life  of 
the  plant.

What  Seed  to  Plant  in  the  Rock-Garden 

A  rock-garden  can  be  developed  in  different  ways:  all  annual  flowers  from  seed,  all  hardy  perennial 
flowers  from  seed,  or  a  combination  of  both.  A  combination  of  annuals  and  perennials  is  usually  considered 
the  best,  because  most  of  the  low-growing  and  creeping  hardy  plants  bloom  early  in  the  season.  Unless  at 
least  half  of  the  plants  chosen  are  late  summer  and  fall  blooming,  your  garden  will  lack  color  after  Au¬ 
gust  I.  It  is  for  this  reason  we  advise  using  certain  colorful  annuals. 

Of  course,  there  are  a  few  varieties  of  suitable  hardy  plants  that  flower  late,  and  many  of  those  that 
flower  early  have  attractive  foliage  all  season.  In  fact,  some  of  the  best  plants  for  the  rock-garden  are  used 
chiefly  for  their  attractive  foliage. 

You  may,  of  course,  raise  many  of  the  hardy  plants  from  seed,  as  most  of  them  grow  very  easily.  There 
are  a  few  varieties,  however,  that  require  several  weeks  or  even  months  to  germinate.  It  is  generally  best 
to  start  the  seed  in  boxes  and  later  transplant  them  into  the  rockery.  The  most  satisfactory  varieties  to  grow 
from  seed  are  here  described.  Planting  a  rock-garden  is  really  a  never-ending  process  of  collecting  rare,  new, 
and  suitable  plants.  This  is  what  makes  it  a  continual  joy.

The  Part  Fertilizers  Play  in  the  Development  of  Plants 

Fertilizers  are  the  bread,  meat,  and  milk  in  the  diet  of  plants.  There  is  nothing  mysterious  about  fertil¬ 
izers.  Plants  must  be  fed.  If  the  soil  in  which  they  are  grown  is  deficient  in  plant-food,  it  must  be  supplied, 
and  in  such  quantities  as  the  plant  can  assimilate. 

Commercial  fertilizers  are  sold  upon  the  analysis  of  plant-food  they  contain,  the  condition,  mixing,  and 
age  of  the  material  entering  their  composition. 

The  three  principal  plant-food  elements  contained  in  fertilizers  are  nitrogen,  phosphoric  acid,  and  potash. 
Nitrogen  (ammonia)  induces  a  quick,  luxuriant  growth  of  stem  and  leaf.  All  leafy  quick-growing  plants 
require  it  in  an  abundant  available  form. 

Phosphoric  Acid  induces  extensive  root-development,  a  profusion  of  stems  and  blossoms,  hastens  ma¬ 
turity,  fills  out  grains  and  seeds,  and  causes  the  plant  to  have  a  strong,  sturdy,  healthy  appearance. 

Potash  strengthens  the  structure  of  the  plants,  colors  the  fruit  and  flowers,  helps  the  plant  to  ward  off 
diseases,  and  improves  the  flavor  and  quality.
